II the Secretary of the Treasury had 


obeyed the taw to which Senator Beck 
called the attention of the nation, and 
applied the 20 per cent of the receipts 
in silver lor custom duties during the 
six months before the President's mes- 
sage was submitted to Congress, in'con- 
junction with all the millions of silver 
received since 1878, to the payment ol 
interest on Government 
bonds and 


poles and the liquidation of the princi- 
pal of the nation's debt, it would take a 
powerful 
microscope to detect 
the 


President's "ceaseless stream." 


Surely $215,000,000, less than $4 per 


capita, can not create any great conster- 
nation, considering the present and 
future of the country and the amount of 
money necessary to liquidate its indebt- 
edness. 


Bimetallic France has not less than 


seven hundred millions in silver circu- 
lating iu perfect harmony with $1,000,- 
000,000 in gold among a population 9! 
less than forty millions, and no French- 
man has ever complained of a "cease- 
less stream." How beautifully less the 
"stream" would become if the Govern- 
ment bonds, representing $70,000,000, 
belonging to the heirs of one roan, Van- 
derbilt, were paid in silver when due, 
which he agreed to take and which he 
ought to get, if too much is accumulat- 
ing in the Treasury. Why, it would 
take all the idle mass of silver in the 
Treasury to pay the bonds of this one 
man. 


The report of the Comptroller of the 


Currency, page 18, shows that on tbe 1st 
day of November, 1885, the immense 
mass of idle silver dollars in the Treas- 
uary outside of those represented by 
silver certificates, which must be con- 
sidered as in circulation, is the small 
sum of $70,070,576; just enough to pay 
the debt. 


Contemplate the national, corporate, 


and private indebtedness contracted on 
•the basis of silver. If all the silver of 
France were thrown upon our hands the 
volume of the "stream" would be easily 
regulated by a compliance with existing 
law. The statement of the amount of 
the,publie debt November 1,1885, is as 
follows: 


Interest-bearing debt, $1,260,778,162. 


Matured debt not yet prespnt»d, but 
permitted to draw interest, $3,953,984 
76. Accrued interest to date of Novem- 
ber 1, 1885, $9,595,948 10. Dobt bear- 
ing no interest, being amounts due to 
various persons for services, to., but 
not yet paid, $574.012,535 88. Total 
public debt November 1, 1885, $1,848,- 
340,335 74. At that date there was cash 
in 
the 
Treasury, 
*400,fl82,767 65. 


Deduct the locked-up cash on baud from 
the total debt and there is 8 total of 
$1,447.657,568 09 that the people mn:,t 
have taken from them as they earn it. 
In words, the sum stands thus: One 
billion, four hundred and forty-seveu 
millions, six hundred and fifty-seven 
thousand, fi»« hundred and siny-eigbt 
dollars and nine cents.

ury, as stated by Treasurer Jordan,

In addition there are $34S,OOl),OOU in 


greenbacks, redeemable iu either goli 
or silver. It is estimated that there is 
due to national, State, trust, and savings 
banks not less than $2,300,000,001), 
payable in gold or silver. Give ui all 
the silver of France—and she has none 
to spare—in addition to our own and 
the "stream," "foreign and domestic, 
will not suffice lo wipe out national and 
private obligations payable in silver 
dollars. 


There is not too much silver in the 


country. It hai Isss silver and more 
gold than most other nations. 
They 


average about one dollar in silver and 
one dollar of gold, while the United 
States have only one dollar in silver lo 
two dollars and a quarter iu gold. 


But a new point has boen made by 


the gifted member from Massachusetts, 
Governor Long, which is the cardinal 
feature of bis argument on last Satur- 
day and ought to be answered. He 
says that "free coinage is an invitation 
to the work! to dump into our mints its 
entire slock of silver bullion, coins, old 
tea pots, spoons, and tankards, and to 
draw for every 78 cents' worth of silver 


so dumped e full United States dollar." 


The danger ol a "dump" must disap- 


pear from the minds of the advocates of 
a gold standard when they learn that 
one of tbe inflexible laws of finance is 
that silver coins never seek the melting- 
pot until silver commands * premium 
over gold. Tea-pots, spoons and tank- 
ards and other articles of silverware are 
seldom melted, because the skill and 
labor employed in their manufacture 
often cost more than the original 
bullion. 


The gentleman failed to tell ni what 


kind of United States full dollars the 
"dump" would draw from this country. 
Does he mean gold dollars? If BO, tbe 
answer is that no commercial nation of 
Europe will do the rain and idle thing 
to export silver here and bring back gold 
bullion (gold coins are bullion abroad,) 
when it can be purchased at home for 
the same price without incurring any 
cost of transportation or insurance. 
They will take in return a more profit- 
able cargo. 


If he means full silver dollars, then I 


assert, without fear of Contradiction, 
that neither the gentleman from Massa- 
cbnssetts nor any one else can point ont 
the locality that contains a mass of sil- 
ver that can be dumped on American 
soil iu the event of free coinage. No 
one claims that England has any sur- 
plus. All her silver coins are clipped 
before they leave her mints for the ex- 
press purpose of keeping them within 
tbe limits of the realm. 


No one claims that France or any of 


•the countries comprising tbe Latin Un- 
ion has any surplus bullion. All their 
silver coins are in active circulation. 
Would it not be the acme of absurdity 
to conclude that any ot these nations 
could draw away any of our good dollars 
by means of their silver coins which are 
worth Ifess than ours, but still are on a 
par with gold at the ratio of 15% to 1 
regardless of ita premium in the London 
market? 


If there is any one who believes that 


Germany has any silver to dump upon 
us in a favorable emergency,^ I refer 
him to the Director of the United States 
Mint for the year 1880, which discloses 
the fact that of the vast amount of sil- 
ver Germany demonetized in 1873, only 
$74,707,248 remained at the close of 
1879. The same report informs us that 
there was no surplus silver bullion in 
Great Britain that year, the importsand 
exports being equal. Th* very next 
year $40,000,000 coined for India. 
Where did this amount come from? Not 
from th» United States, for we coined 
over $27,000,000 and only produced 
$37,000,000; not from Mexico, for it 
coined over $22,000,000 ef a product of 
$25,000,000. The inevitable inference 
is that it mnst have come from Ger- 
many. No advocate of a gold standard 
has dared to tell this House or the coun- 
try that Germany has to-day a dollar's 
worth of idle silver. 


The threat of a "dump" is a weak in- 


vention of the enemy. It is predicted 
upon neither facts nor figures, and 
therefore is not unfilled to respectful 
consideration. 


But if legislation should choke up the 


source whence flows the present feeble 
stream of silver, the stream of gold will 
not suffice to supply the dentists of ths 
country with material enough to plug 
tbe diseased teeth ol the advocates of 
the gold standard. 


Let us see. The country produced 


last year $30,800,000 m gold. 
The 


whole output of tb« world in 1884 was 
less than one hundred millions—a fall- 
ing off of nine millions as compared 
with 1882. The Orient consumes about 
twenty millions per annum. The Di- 
rector of the Mint admits that twelve 
millions of our own small product were 
consumed in art and manufacture la»t 
year in this country, with a growing 
demand iu that direction. 


The placer mines of California, that 


added to the world's wealth in thirty-six 
years inor* than $1,000,000.000 in gold 
without depreciating tbe silver dollar, 
arti only th« reminiscences of happy 
days gone by, never to return. 


The, »ork of hydraulic grove) mines is 


stopped by operations ot the law. The 
decline of her s>kl product in the last 
four years, is $8.072,438 17. The fall- 
ing off in Australia is now perceptible. 
Suspend silver coinage, demonetize sil- 
ver, close down the silver mines for 
'[IP benefit of the bondholder, banker, 
and broker, aud for no one else, and 
the decline of the gold product will be- 
come moie appment to tue President 
than tb» d ffereue- in valus between the 
present gold and silver dollar. 


It is not generally known that nt least 


23 per cent of all our gold bullion is a 
by-product of silver. The uold and 
silver product of the United States for 
the five years ending Deieiiibar 31, 
1884, 
was £145,244,531, of which the 


-um of $48,441,267 iu gold was extracted 
from silver ores. 


Let me remind the members of this 


House who propose to nsher out of ex- 
istence one-half of the hard money of 
the country that during tbe last twenty 
yenrs the little comity of Storey, in 
•hich I live, produced, according to the 
Assessor's reports, tbe sum ol $180,- 
000,000 in silver and $145,000,000 in 
Sold. It paid in dividends to mining 
stockholders $120,000,003, and paid out 
for miners $4,000,000 annually. Outside 
counties produced $100,000,000 more. 
It is safe to add to the Assessor's report 
$55,000,000 more in gold. 


Where did the $200,000,000 in gold 


come from? Not from mines located, 
operated, or designated as gold mines, 


bat solely from mines recognized as 
iilver mines. They cam* Irom veins of 
sflvw ore. They were a ty-product of 
iilver. They came from the came matrix 
of rock. The bar of the silver miner 
was gold and silver in neatly equal pro- 
portions. 


The Comstock ii now producing nearly 


$1,000,000 per month, and 60 per cent, 
of the silver or* extracted is gold. Not 
a mine on the Comatoek would be oper- 
ated to-day were it not tor tbe gold 
contained in the silver vein. All the 
large silver veins oi Idaho, Montana, 
Utah, and Arizona contain a decent per- 
centage ol gold. 


Strike down one and yon strike down 


both. 
Had an American Congress 


twenty years ago legislated the silver 
industry out of existence it is apparent 
that the gold supply we have now on 
hand would scarcely deserve an honor- 
able mention. 


This Honse ought to know that from 


the silver ores of the West fifty-eight 
million dollars' worth of lead, and more 
than twenty million dollars' worth of 
copper have been extracted, 


It does seem that the bondholder who 


gets and expects gold for principal and 
interest on his bonds should cherish the 
silver dollar. The silver production 
means gold production. Without it Sec- 
retary Manning can not continue to pay 
in gold what he ought to pay iu silver. 


It is urged by the President in bis 


message, and the Treasury officials in 
their reports, as ene of their reasons in 
justification of the immediate suspen- 
sion ot silver coinage, that ol the $215,- 
759,000 already coined only $50,000,000 
have found their way into circulation, 
consequently entailing considerable ex- 
pense in constructing vaults to deposit 
the residue. This is probably as sound 
an objection as any that has been made 
against the further coinage of silver. 


Now, the gentleman whom the Presi- 


dent in his message characterizes as the 
most distinguished writer on bimetal- 
lism, without naming, tells ua that "all 
the gold in the world could be stored in a 
twelve-horse stable, and all the silver in 
a building forty times as large." It ij 
estimated that a structure 10 feet high 
and 230 teet square would afford ample 
vault-room for all our American silver. 


Considering that nearly one-fouth of 


our silver la m the bands of the people, 
and that $93,000,000 are represented bv 
silver certificates, which when present- 
ed will cause so many dollars to vanish 
from the Treasury, the vault-room will 
shrink into proportions as insignificttkt 


informed, could |have been utilized by 
the people of the South in moving their 
cotton crop, and, if 10, there was no 
necessity for Incurring tbe coat and riek 
of its transportation. The cost of trans- 
portation to the nearest vault room is a 
most interesting objection, in view of 
tbe fact that by order of the Secretary 
ol the Treasury, not an ounce of. West- 
ern silver bullion is allowed to be coined 
in a Western Mint, but the Hints of 
Philadelphia and New Orleans — thou- 
sands of miles from tbe silver produc- 
ing regions — now enjoy the exclusive 


versal complaint ai to tbe dearth of 
silver coin. Treasury notes are seldom 
used in business there. Still, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, in direct viola- 
tion of law, closes the Carson Mint, an 
institution established by Act of Con- 
gress «or the convenience of the people 
of that great silver and gold producing 
section, in the heart of which it is situ- 
ated. It was move than a self-sustain- 
ing institution, the profits in 1885 being 
$7,146 in excess of the expenditures. 
No owner of gold bullion can now de- 
posit it at the Carson Mint to be fabri- 
cated into coins in pursuance of law; 
no owner of silver bullion cau have it 
cast into bars of fine metal of standard 
fineness in pursuance of law. 


The Carson Mint is n subtreasury, 


with spacious vault room. When the 
edict of suspension was issued about 
six months ago it hail on deposit $3,- 
341,283 in silver and 407,017 ounces of 
silver bullion ready for treatment, all of 
which was needed in the immediate 
vicinity. All the silver coin aud bull- 
ion ,in ;the Mints of the Pacific Coast 
have been transported here. II the 
transportation was unnecessary aud in- 
expedient, the President and Secretary 
Manning ought not to complain of the 
cost. 


Daring the thirteen years prior to the 


civil war, when there was scarcely any 
iilver coined, gold went oat of the 
country at thv rate of one hundred and 
thirty millions a year, and all the silver 
coined in the mints of tbe country up 
to 1873 (mounted to only $17,000,000. 
It took flight because silver was at a 
premium of 3% cents over gold. Coin 
payments were made in the cheaper 
money, gold. Tbe value of these cheap 
gold dollars was tbe seme here as in 
London. If Americans had to settle 
balances in London with silver, they 
had to buy it at a premium. 


So long us our exports exceed in value 


our Imports we can keep our own money 
and accumulate more and regulate the 
price ol our preciftus metals if we will. 
Exchange with foreign countries can not 
be fixed by law. Home production and 
the American policy of protection will 
operate as a barrier against the outflow 
cf our gold and silver. 


If gold is ever driven out of this coun- 


try, it will be because of its scarcity or 
the suspension of silver coinage. Silver 
demonetized creates a fictitious demand 
for gold, which appreciates in valut be- 
cause of tbe destruction of its twin metal. 
The more valuable it becomes the more 
it ii hoarded. 


Its premium rises as tbe volume ol 


silver contracts. Its circulation is pre- 
vented because its value is out oi pro- 
portion to tbe price of all other things 
it is intended to measure. It establishes 
a new range of prices; it impairs the ob- 
ligation of contracts; it robs the poor 
man, makes the rich man richer; it be- 
comes unfitted for a circulating medium, 
and seeks the melting pot, instead of 
tbe channels of trade.
